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VFW Seeks 
‘Most Worthy 
Farm Veteran’ 

A search for the “most wor¬ 
thy farm veteran” in the Unit¬ 
ed States to be awarded free a 
new 80-acre fully developed ir¬ 
rigated farm in Eastern Wash¬ 
ington, equipped with furnish¬ 
ed house, farm buildings, ma¬ 
chinery and livestock, was 
launched here today by local 
Veterans of Foreign Wars Post 
3208. 

The farm, valued at $50,000, 
is to be transformed from 
sagebrush in a single day. It 
will be the site of the initial 
delivery of Grand Coulee Dam 
water to the million-acre Co¬ 
lumbia Basin Federal Reclama¬ 
tion Project in May, 19.52, dur¬ 
ing a five-day celebration 
sponsored by the state of 
Washington. 

Tire winning veteran will 
play a prominent role in the 
water d e 11 v e ry ceremonies 
which mark the end of a 35- 
year struggle for the project. 

Larry Shepherd, Commander 
of Harry L. Embree Post No. 
3208, Veterans of Foreign Wars 
in Sierra Madre, said that his 
organization is conducting a 
nation-wide search for the 
lucky veteran in co-operation 
with the Columbia Basin Cele¬ 
bration Committee. The project 
on which the farm is situated 
is being completed by the Bu¬ 
reau of Reclamation, Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior. 

Only veterans of World War 
II and the Korean War are el¬ 
igible. 

They must have had dry land 
or irrigated farming experi¬ 
ence, be physically able to en¬ 
gage in farming and meet cer¬ 
tain other qualifications. 

Those wishing to apply for 
the award can get complete 
information through the local 
Veterans of Foreign Wars Post. 

January 15 is the deadline 
for entries.

appeal be denied. Councilman 
Noren Eaton stated that it is 
his observation, and that of 
the Southern California Plan¬ 
ning Congress, that “a break¬ 
down of the zoning ordinance 
takes place when variances ace 
granted where areas should be 
rezoned.” 

A petition signed by 34 prop¬ 
erty owners in the area was 
presented "in protest” to the 
variance request by George 
Egbers, 322 Sycamore Place. 

The petitioners described 
themselves as being "unalter¬ 
ably opposed” to any variance 
or rezoning from R-1 "except 
by the expre.ss approval of the 
property owners.” 

In an.swer to a que.stion from 
the audience, City Attorney T. 
Guy Cornyn explained that in 
considering rezoning the area, 
the Planning Commission 
would not be bound by wishes 
of the property owners but un¬ 
doubtedly would take them 
into consideration. 

Mr. Sengers had contended 
that his request for a variance 
was justified since there are 
a number of non-conforming 
R-1 lots in the area “now en¬ 
joying the R-2 privileges which 
I have been denied.” 

His proposed second dwell¬ 
ing would be of modern archi¬ 
tecture and would "add to'the 
beauty of the neighborhood,” 
not result in damage or pre¬ 
judice to it, he said.

The author's delicious sense 
of humor carries her over 
many a tough spot. The book 
is memorable for many things: 
the opinion of a young Eura¬ 
sian girl on the Chinese Com¬ 
munists; the Japanese soldier 
who did not act like an enemy; 
the cook. Ah San, who longed 
to make “fine fancy cakes with 
fancy flosting,” and always 
young George whose playmates 
are a macque monkey, a wonk 
dog, a civet cat, a Chinese ba¬ 
by and assorted Eurasian pais.

turn will drop to 4.61 per cent.”

Mrs. J. P. O’Neill, president 
of the Nursery School \ssoci- 
ation, said that without nelp 
of the Community Fund Drive, 
the nursery school’s program 
would be “much more limited.”
